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This decision is in response to "Request For Corrected Notice of Acceptance," filed with 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 07 April 2003, requesting that the date under 
35 USC 371 be changed from 06 December 2002 to 04 May 2001. 

BACKGROUND 

On 13 October 1999, applicants filed international application PCT/JP99/05631, which 
claimed a priority date of 13 October 1998. A demand for international preliminary examination 
was filed on 30 March 2000. A copy of the international application was transmitted to the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office on 20 April 2000 from the International Bureau. The 
deadline for entry into the national stage in the United States was 13 April 2001 

On 13 April 2001, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States accompanied by, inter alia, the basic national fee. 

On 04 May 2001, applicants submitted an executed declaration. 

On 09 May 2001 , the Office mailed Notification of Missing Requirements (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating, inter alia, that an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .497 (a)-(b) and a sequence listing were required. 

On 1 1 June 2001, applicants submitted a letter indicating that the filing requirements of 
the Notification of Missing Requirements had been satisfied by the 04 May 2001 submission. 

On 12 February 2002, the Office mailed Notice of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) 
indicating that the application's 35 USC 371 dates were 04 May 2001.

On 06 November 2002, the Office mailed Notification of Defective Response (Form 
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PCT/DO/EO/916) and Withdrawal of Previously Sent Notice, indicating that the previously 
issued Notice of Acceptance issued in error and that a translation of the drawings into English and 
the processing fee for late submission of the translation were required. 

On 06 December 2002, applicants submitted "Letter Submitting Documents For 
Completion of an Application," accompanied by translated drawings and the surcharge for late 
submission of the translation. 

On 21 March 2003, the Office mailed Notice of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) and 
a Filing Receipt indicating that the application's 35 USC 371 dates were 06 December 2002. 



The requirements under 35 U.S.C. §371(c) are submission of: (1) the national fee; (2) a 
copy of the international application; (3) a translation of the application if it is not in English; and 
(4) an oath or declaration of the inventor in compliance with 37 CFR 1 497(a)-(b). 35 U.S.C. 



The national fee and a copy of the international application were received by 13 April 
2001 . An executed declaration was received on 04 May 2001 . A complete translation of the 
application was received on 06 December 2002. As such 06 December 2002 is the date on w 
all the requirements of 35 USC 371 were satisfied, as indicated on the Notice of Acceptance. 



As discussed above, the request for a corrected Notice of Acceptance (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) is REFUSED .
